CHOOSING AN ARCHITECT. [From If You Want to Build a House, by Elizabeth B. Mock.] The 
most delicate part of your job as client will be the selection of an architect. Don’t think that you will 
save money by going directly to a builder and using an adaptation of one of his stock plans. A good 
architect will give you a much better house, often for considerably less money—even including his fee. 
However, there are innumerable genial, expensively educated architects of wide experience, impeccable 
honesty and considerable technical ability who could not be called “ good ” as the term is used here. 
For one must also demand a fresh and human approach, a sensitivity to materials and proportions, 
and the ability to conceive a building in its three full dimensions rather than as something drawn on 
paper. These are stiff requirements and they rule out not only the old-line traditionalists, but some 
who choose to consider themselves modern. Many architectural offices which before the war confined 
themselves to the safety of historical styles are now eager to get on the modern bandwagon ; “ Reach 
in the second drawer, Joe, and we’ll put a flat roof and corner-windows on Number Twelve.” ; 

Modern architecture isn’t that easy. It isn’t just another imitative style. It is an attitude toward 
life, an approach which starts with living people and their needs, physical and emotional, and tries 
to meet them as directly as possible, with the best procurable means. Otherwise there are no rules. 
The results will be as various as the range of materials offered, the human problems posed, and the 


creative talent employed in solving them.

The War Damage Commission warns 
claimants that there will be delay in 
making WAR DAMAGE VALUE 
PAYMENTS in cases where the 
payment has to be shared, if the forms 
setting out the amounts of the shares, 
as agreed between the interested parties, 
are not completed and returned prompt- 
ly to the appropriate regional offices. 
To date about 100,000 forms - relating to 
shares in 40,000 value payments have been 
issued to claimants, but in only 2,000 cases 
has the Commission been advised of the 


amounts of the agreed shares. The Com- 
mission will deal with cases in the order in 


which the share forms are returned com- 
pleted, and claimants who fail to return 
the forms promptly will prejudice their 
chances of receiving payment on the first 
payment date.

FORMS BUILDERS. 
Application forms for building and timber 
licences have been combined into one 


document, and the papcedure for obtaining 
timber for building purposes has been sim- 
plified to eliminate unnecessary delay. The 
new forms are now being sent to licensing 
officers and will come into force at once. 
Applicants for timber, for work which has 
been granted a building licence, will no 
longer have to complete three copies of 
the separate application forms for timber. 
The combined form is so designed that the 
applicant can indicate how many separate 
licences he requires for the various cate- 
gories of timber and plywood. If advantage 
is taken of this provision the delay that 
has sometimes arisen from -the need to 
present a single timber licence to a number 
of suppliers will be eliminated. Questions 
telating to materials other than timber, steel 
and cast iron, plate glass and bricks have 
been omitted from the new forms. In the 
London Civil Defence Region, where certifi- 
cates to purchase certain scarce materials 
are still required, a gummed slip request- 
ing details of the necessary amounts will be 
furnished with the application form. No 
information as to labour requirements is 
now requested, and certain minor questions 
have been omitted from the forms. The 
question concerning the value of the 
property has been amended to give appli- 
cants the option of stating either the rate- 
able value, the Schedule A assessment or 
the fire insurance value, instead of both 
the rateable and the fire insurance values. 
In future the procedure for applying for 
building licences and for controlled material 
will be as follows:—Applications should be 


generally to existing site features such as contours and 
trees. The whole creates a lively community. The above 
perspective shows a block of three-storey, two-bedroom 
flats, old people’s bungalows, shops and part of the com- 
munity centre and surrounding gardens.

For work 
costing more than £100 to properties other 
than dwellings, applications should be sent 
on form CL.1136a to the riate 
Regional Licensing Officer of the Ministry 
of Works, who will issue a building licence, 
certificates for steel and oast iron, and 
timber licences, if the work is approved. 
If at any later stage further timber is re- 
quired for the job, application should be 
made directly to the officer who issued the 
original timber licence, quoting the number 
of the building licence. The procedure for 
obtaining timber licences for local authority 
housing work, which is not subject to 
building licence, is not affected by these 
changes.

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THE ROOT AND THE FLOWER 


“Is architecture a plaything, or is it a great force—a revelation of human 
character and an inspiration? Is it a remnant, or is it a whole cloth from.which 
we are to make for us new garments? Is it human, now, or is it post-human ? 
Has it a foundation, or has it none? Is it a part of human utterance, is it a 
phase of universal speech, or is it dumb? Is the art I advocate to be built upon 
the sands of books, upon the shoals of taste and scholarship, or is it to be founded 
upon the rock of character.” —Louis Sullivan, ‘‘ Kindergarten Chats,” 1901. 


N a speech at the recent Conference in Dublin, the Presi- 
dent of the RIBA referred in appreciative terms to the 
impression made on him by the new terminal building 

at the Dublin airport. He went on to say that the design and 
materials used were appropriate to new problems. “ But, ‘ 
he added, “ there are other problems that are not new,’ > and 
suggested that such problems should be solved differently, 
using traditional materials and methods. Such an idea is, of 
course, not new, and is unfortunately still widely held. There 
are even some courageous individuals who are still so con- 
vinced that the Georgian period is the only civilised epoch 
in our history that they are prepared to wear buckled shoes 
and knee-breeches, though even they are no longer able to be 
entirely consistent. For most people, however, the twentieth 
century is real. 

For the architect there can be no problems that are not new. 
While it is true that elementary human physical needs to-day 
have a certain similarity to those of five hundred years ago, 
nobody would suggest that our problems to-day are the same 
as those of the fifteenth century. No problem to-day is the 
same as that of twenty-five years ago. To deny.this is to confess 
to sterility. Has nothing happened in the world in the last - 
twenty-five years? Why, we hardly speak the same language. 

Are we to learn nothing through our collective experiences, 

some bitter, some joyful ? 

It is precisely because numbers of architects, who have a great 

responsibility in our democratic society, have failed to under- 

stand their new tasks that so many of our people are ill-housed 

in mean and vulgar dwellings and must go to mean and vulgar 

buildings for their recreation. If he is to fulfil his duty, the 

architect dare not be always glancing timorously backward. 

He must illumine the future and make it the present. 

This has nothing to do with materials traditional or otherwise. 

Materials are but the stuff with which the architect expresses 

his care and thought for his client and his needs, whether 

the client may be an individual, a family, a public ‘body or a. 

corporation. The architect uses the materials appropriate to 

his purpose, be they bricks, stones, timber, concrete, steel or 

plastics. 

Many clients, individual or collective, and indeed many archi- 

tects, too, are trying to live in yesterday, but their needs are 

to-day and to-morrow. These the architect must fulfil. This 

is no easy task, and those who embark upon it require all 

the help and encouragement they can get. It may be that 

the President’s remarks were but an oblique way of paying a 

compliment to the charm of Georgian Dublin, but many of 

his hearers took them as advocating modified Georgian styles 
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for contemporary buildings, and therefore felt he was being 
discouraging to the people who turn, though fumblingly and 
hesitantly, to the architect to make the world a beautiful place 
for themselves and their children. We must have confidence 
in our own ability to shape our future. é

THE WIDOW’S CRUSE 


The Pilgrim Trust has published its 
Report for 1946, and fascinating read- 
ing it is. £10,000 given to Chichester 
Cathedral for its restoration, £500 for 
the repair of St. Marylebone Parish 
Chapel;-~£50,000 contributed to the 
cost of securing for Britain the Hirsch 
Music Library, a smaller contribution 
made towards the £500 needed to buy 
the Register Book of the Fraternity of 
St. John the Baptist, Dunstable Priory 
Church, for the years between 1506 and 
1541. Great and small, the benefac- 
tions flow out.

The Pilgrim Trust was founded in 
1930 by Mr. Edward S. Harkness, an 
American, with a gift of some two 
million pounds (by one of those 
economic miracles that I can never 
understand this kind of fund always 
seems to grow rather than diminish: 
its capital is now £2,346,506, despite 
the fact that between 1930 and 1946 
the trustees have given away some 
£1,536,263), and it exists to preserve 
what should be preserved in Britain and 
to promote art, learning and social 
welfare.

The Report even lacks that customary 
paragraph, the one that appeals for 
further subscriptions. In short, the 
Pilgrim Trust seems to have all the 
virtues. It functions alone, although 
not, I am glad to say, unnoticed, and 
Britain is the richer for its activities. 
It is swift in action, flexible in its 
methods, ‘eclectic in the range of its 
beneficiaries, and unerring in their 
choice. When Astragal is scheduled 
as an ancient monument, a fate never 
impossible, the Pilgrim Trust is just the 
kind of body to inaugurate the endow- 
ment fund.

It bears a strong resemblance to the 
chair illustrated here a few weeks ago 
(by Steinberg out of Hétel de France 
et Choiseul), and, indeed, its design is 
probably a development of the 
Louis XVI bergére. Dr. Pevsner 
tells us that wicker armchairs did not 
appear in England until the nineties 
(Heals had a few in their catalogue of 
1888), but within a few years they were 
the vogue. Toulouse-Lautrec was 
photographed in one. Both Watts and 
Alma Tadema had them in _ their 
studios. At croquet parties and balls, 
upon the decks. of high-funnelled 
P. & Os, and beneath the swinging 
geraniums of Edwardian  winter- 
gardens, they were to be seen—and, 
indeed, felt and heard as well. How 
often must they have imprinted their 
delicious tracery through foulard and 
muslin, through velvet and serge. How 
often did they creak discreetly beneath 
the load of Norfolk jacket or striped 
dress trousers, or screech in faint pro- 
test as they were dragged across the 
encaustic tiles. Those that have sur- 
vived from the days when they were 
so modish have usually inherited a 
melancholy fate. You can find them 
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still in the cheap photographic studios 


of unfashionable seaside resorts, in the 
palm lounges of the not very Grand 
Hotels, or broken and abandoned in 
the attics of country houses. It is nice 
to know that one at least has found 
dignity and affection in the editor’s 
room at No. 9 Queen Anne’s Gate. 


PROFESSOR TUNNARD 

Readers will join with me in welcom- 
ing Christopher Tunnard, who arrives 
in England this week on his first visit 
since he left several years ago to teach 
landscape design at Harvard. Now he 
is assistant professor of Civic Design at 
Yale. During his time in America le 
has been as successful in arousing in- 
terest in a human and imaginative—yet 
wholly visual—approach to landscape 
as he was in England before he left, 
which is saying a great deal. 


Whilst I do not begrudge Yale their 
energetic professor, we miss him in 
England, both as a propagandist and as 
a designer. So far no one has replaced 
him, yet our new towns alone could do 
with thé services of half a dozen like 
him. I prophesy a big attendance at 
his lecture at the RIBA on July 1. 


LOCAL BOY MAKES GOOD 

So my one-time colleague Richard 
Ryder has an O.B.E. for his efforts in 
the organization of Britain Can Make 
It. Not, of course, by any means his 
first effort, which was, I believe, the 
British Industrial Art Show at Dorland 
Hall in the early 1930’s. Since then he 
has been in the background of shows of 


all kinds, quietly nudging manufacturers 
into producing better designs and keep- 
ing promoters clear of pointless stunts. 
Other efforts included the house equip- 
ment number of the Architectural Re- 
view, which remained almost a standard 
catalogue of good design from Decem- 
ber, 1935, right up to September, 
1939, and was produced to almost the 
same programme as Britain Can Make 
It.

Self-contained Chapels 


Sir,—A copy of your Journal has just been 
shown to me by a friend who thought I 
would be interested to see the plans of the 
two new churches in Surrey designed by Mr. 
Knapp-Fisher. 

May a parson suggest to church architects 
the inclusion in future churches of something 
which would be a great boon, namely, a 
chapel enclosed and self-contained? What 
we need are chapels with low ceilings, inde- 
pendent heating, and exits to the street. 

Such a chapel in every church would be 
of the greatest value for two reasons. It 
could be heated up quickly and economic- 
ally on week-days in the winter, while fuel 
scarcity demands that the main church 
should only be heated at week-ends. A 
chapel which is just a part of the main 
building cannot be so warmed, so we have 
to freeze in the ordinary chapel and wor- 
shippers stop away because they cannot en- 
dure the cold. 

Secondly, frequent thefts from churches 
make it advisable to have a part of the 
church which can be fitted with ornaments 
which are, as far as possible, thief-proof, 
and which can be left open for private 
prayer at all times while the main body of 
the church is locked up except when the 
verger or watchers can be on guard.

Sir,—I thoroughly agree with Mr. Harry : 
Judson’s desire to increase the number of 3 


. Associates on the Council of the RIBA. 


The figures he quotes show that they are 
grossly under-represented. 

I would suggest, however, that a simpler 
and more obviously equitable way of 
attaining his aim would be to provide that 
Fellows and Associates should have one 
seat on the Council for each 250 of -their 
members. On present membership this 
would give 7 Fellows and 21 Associates 
instead of the 18 and 9 laid down in the 
By-Laws. 

The remaining members of the Council 
(44, I believe) consist of Officers and the 
Allied Societies, Com- 
mittees, ete. great majority of 
them are always Fellows, a this 
class would therefore continue to be 
considerably over-represented in propor- 
tion to its numbers. The degree of over- 
representation should even, I suggest, be 
sufficient to satisfy those holding the be- 
lief—implicit in the RIBA By-Laws—that 
Fellows are wiser and more worthy than 
Associates. 


COLIN PENN 
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The County Architect of Hertfordshire, already well known for his work in developing 
the technique of school design, has turned his attention to school equipment. The designs 
have been prepared by an outside designer to meet the requirements of the Schools Group, 
Architect’s Department, Hertfordshire County Council. 

Pupil’s Desk: Designed by R. D. Russell, commissioned by the manufacturers, the firm 
of Harris Lebus Ltd. 

Dimensional surveys were taken of children in the County, after which it was revealed 
that the dimensional relationships between the top of the seat and the top of the desk 
that were published in the Markham Committee’s report on School Equipment were 
unsatisfactory, and that if satisfactory results were to be obtained a new desk would 
have to be designed. It was established that five different heights of desk would cover 
all requirements for children between the ages of 7-15. The top construction of the 
desk is standardized and the different heights obtained by altering the leg length. 
The book storage box and top are of plywood construction with birch legs. The whole 
is clear cellulosed, except the pen-and-ink well rail which is stained black to hide ink 
stains. The legs are designed to facilitate access in crowded classrooms, and the section 
generally enables good knee room to be combined with a comfortable height of top for 
writing on. The top can be set in the horizontal position to be used as a flat table 
top, and several desks can be juxtaposed to give a large table area when required. 

The top can also be set in a position 10 deg. beyond the vertical, and is provided with a 
rail so that it can be used as an easel in anartclass. A class room in a County School 
in Hertford has been furnished with them for user trial. 

Infant’s Locker: Designed by the Schools Group, made by Geo. Hammer and Co. 
Each infant (age 5-7) has its own locker for personal effects, distinguished by a letter 
of the alphabet. Clear cellulosed Oregon pine case, with white cellulosed drawer fronts 
and dark grey letters.

GENERAL.—The building is in- 
tended to provide living accommo- 
dation for the workers and families 
of Stalinwork factory at Horni- 
Litvinov, a synthetic petrol factory 
originally built by the Germans, 
some 70 miles from Prague.

. The fundamental 
T. B. Oxenbury : The fundamental 


planning and the physical re-creation of town 
country are to ensure that the use of 
land and its development shall be guided 
by considerations of benefit to the com- 
munity as a whole rather than the advance- 
ment of individual interests. The whole 
process of planning is one of co-ordination, 
of arbitration between the conflicting claims 
of different activities and, in its highest 
form, one of conception and creation. 

In order to appreciate all the factors 
making up the problem we must first under- 
stand the nature and disabilities and assets of 
the area with which we have to deal. This 
involves searching investigations into the life 
history and structure of town and rural 
centres of population and the physical make- 
up and land use of the countryside. Planning 
is an evolutio , and the four 


fundamental stages—compilation of survey, 
definition of policy, formulation of plan, 
and actual physical development—can only 
be successful if each

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SURVEY 


Under the new Town and Country Plan- 
ning Bill every planning authority will be 
under an obligation to carry out a survey 
of their area and to prepare a plan. The 
“ factual” survey is now the acknowledged 
prelude to all schemes of town and country 
planning. The survey reveals, inter alia: 

pur; and function of the existing 
population concentrations of a given area, 
é.zg., Whether its make-up is purely agri- 
cultural, industrial or recreational, etc.; the 
existing character and use of the land. 

From an analysis of these revelations 
emerges an understanding of the inherent 
weaknesses and potentialities of the struc- 
ture and inter-relationship of communities 
from the physical, social, recreational, 
education and spiritual standpoints. We 
may also glean from these findings the areas 
outside the sphere of the necessary social 
services. Whilst detailed examination of 
survey technique is not embraced within the 
scope of this paper, mention should be 
made of an important aspect of “ fact- 
finding “spheres-of-influence”  sur- 
vey. This involves a study of the social 
and economic conditions over the whole of 
a rural area and the determination of 
boundaries of each sphere of influence. 
The territorial delimitation of the “ sphere” 
or “ catchment area” of each country town 
will vary according to a defined community 
of interest and economic inter-dependence. 


EXISTING POPULATION 
DISTRIBUTION 


The population pattern of the countryside 
is made up of scattered farms and cottages 
interspersed with villages, which are in 
themselves local focal points serving the 
spiritual, education and, to a lesser degree, 
the social needs of the parishes which they 
serve. Next in degree of importance are 
the country or market towns, which again 
represent focal points of much greater 
importance than the villages. Generally, 
the market town forms the main com- 
mercial and business centre of a district, 
and possibly it may provide cultural 
facilities where a strong community spirit 
prevails. 

The rural population were content to 
grow purely for home consumption, but 
the ready market opened up wider avenues 
and farming became a commercial proposi- 
tion. A centre was then found necessary 
to dispose of the produce. The centre grew 
as the market developed and service indus- 
tries and other ancillary trades developed 
in and around this centre. Eventually, the 
rural communities found they required to 
buy from outside, so in this way the 
market town became not only the trading 
centre for the sale of produce and cattle 
but. also a centre from which the country- 
man could purchase his everyday require- 
ments. 

Owing to the very bad condition of the 
roads in medieval days, market towns were 
located at frequent intervals, as the market 
had to be within walking distance of the 
farmsteads and villages it served. In many 
cases the market centre was the largest of 
a group of villages. Partly owing to the 
geographical position and improved access 
to the outside world some of these centres 
developed more than others and, in time, 
in addition to being market centres, 
became rural industrial centres as well, 
processing agricultural products such as 
milling, brewing, tanning, weaving, etc., and 
the establishment of industry ancillary to 
agriculture, 


PLANNED POPULATION 
DISTRIBUTION 

If agricultural labour is wiMing to stay on 
the land and the tendency of the popula- 
tion of this country to congregate in over- 
large cities is to be checked, those town 
amenities, attractions and employment 
opportunities that at present seem to draw 
away the younger generation must be 


brought within easy reach of the people of 
the country. A balanced community must 
be built up of small, adequately serviced 
villages within easy access of flourishing 
country towns of a type that can offer, in 
addition to shopping and social amenities, 
some form of alternative employment for 
the people of the countryside. 

These towns will in turn depend for their 
higher education, their less-frequent pur- 
chases, their specialised health services and 
their music and drama on a larger county 
town. From this it follows that within 
broad limits the town sizes must also be 
determined; they must be brought up to 
reach a population capable of supporting 
the town structure required and prevented 
from growing so large as to become badiy 
planned and prejudicial to healthy living. 
To arrest the flow of the younger genera- 
tion of rural dwellers to the towns, alterna- 
tive employment must be available on the 
spot, and the solution would appear to lie 
in the introduction of selected types of light 
industry into the country towns and larger 
villages, and the development of certain 
places as cultural centres where a village col- 
lege could be established to serve a neigh- 
bourhood. 


POPULATION CENTRES 

Such a town will serve a group of country 
towns and the scattered population of the 
rural area, with all those social, economic 
and physical necessities that are not practic- 
able in the smaller country town. 

It follows that if the country town and rural 
areas are to benefit, they must be within 
reasonably easy reach of the parent town, 
and it has therefore been assumed that no 
outlying town or district should be further 
distant than 25 miles (three-quarters of an 
hour by car, bus or train) from such a centre, 

The country town provides for the district 
in which it lies, the secondary and adult 
educational services, the weekly shopping 
needs of the rural population within its 
sphere of influence, and the other social and 
economic needs of every-day life. It is the 
centre where fresh country produce can be 
collected, processed or marketed and where 
light industrial undertakings for the most 
part connected with agriculture can provide 
alternative occupation for those not wish- 
ing or not able to work on the land. 

The physical characteristics of the town 
site, its industrial potentialities, the com- 
munications available and the general de- 
velopment possibilities will be the deciding 
factor affecting the ultimate town population 
for which it would be necessary to plan. It 
is essential to ensure that such a town is 
within reach of those it is intended to serve, 
and it has been assumed that no outlying 
area should be further distant than seven 
miles from such a centre (i.e., quarter of an 
hour by car, bus or train or 40 minutes by 
bicycle). 

It is not possible or practicable, at the 
moment, to fix and rigidly apply a ruling 
distance apart for the spacing of villages 
throughout the county. Taking local cir- 
cumstances and the position of established 
villages into account, however, and assuming 
that a travelling distance to work of from 
14 to 2 miles would be reasonable, it has 
been possible to ‘put forward proposals 
establishing the villages to which develop- 
ment should, in the main, be directed and 
freely permitted in the immediate future. 


HOUSING IN RURAL AREAS 

At the outset, it is not so much a detailed 
problem of individual sites to be selected 
and negotiated for acre by acre; it is rather 
one of examining a district as a whole and 
deliberately planning to locate new housing 
in centres where an additional population 
would make economically possible the pro- 
vision ef the necessary services and ameni- 
ties and of with-holding development from 
many of the smaller hamlets where servicing 
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and social problems would only be enhanced 
by further small-scale development. Plan- 
ning a housing programme on these lines 
will indicate where attention should be 
focused on the choice of actual sites, and 
will help the rural community to grow as a 
community. 

In dealing with the location of particular 
sites in any previously determined centre, 
there are four main considerations that bear 
upon the choice of the site: the relationship 
to existing villages or hamlets; the relation- 
ship to roads; the agricultural value of the 
land; and its topographical characteristics. 


INDUSTRY IN RURAL AREAS 


The general conclusion of the Scott Com- 
mittee on the location of industry in rural 
areas was that before new towns are estab- 
lished in country areas, vacant and derelict 
industrial sites in existing towns should be 
fully utilised, but on balance introduction of 
carefully regulated industry into the towns 
of country areas would be beneficial. 

We must first turn our attention to the 
smaller country town and larger village com- 
munities, of from, say, 2-10,000 population, 
for the re-location of dispersed industry. 
Many will not offer the necessary facilities— 
both from the point of view of geographical 
position—transport facilities and acessibility 
to markets. Others may well fulfil these con- 
ditions—they may already have a nucleus of 
industrial development, just enough to pre- 
vent them from dying altogether. Introduc- 
tion of selected industries into these towns 
possessing social activities and tradition will 
bring in its train a resuscitation and expan- 
sion of social, cultural and recreational faci- 
lities. Another aspect of dispersion to be 
guarded against is, of course, that new fac- 
tories should not give rise to smoke fumes 
or effiuents which would be likely to foul the 
the air or pollute the streams or in any way 
mar the landscape. 

It is important that industry grouped in 
convenient centres should be diverse in 
character. Single industry towns are un- 
stable and living on the brink of a precipice. 
If for some reason the particular industry 
goes “dead,” then the town suffers—it may 
become a depressed area with remote chances 
of recovery. Towns with two or more diver- 
sified industries have greater prospects of 
weathering lean times should they come in 
any one particular industry. 


RURAL SERVICES 


The mobility of electric power opens up a 
new era for the country dweller, providing 
in no small measure better living conditions 
and increased comfort in the home. Great 
strides were being made before the war to- 
wards the electrification of the countryside; 
greater demands than ever will be made by 
the farming industry for a supply of elec- 
tricity so essential for increased efficiency. 
The Rural Water Supplies and Sewerage Act, 
1944, forms part of the Government’s general 
post-war reconstruction programme and 
places at the disposal of the Minister a sum 
of £15,000,000 to assist schemes for the pro- 
vision or improvement of water supply and 
the provision of sewerage facilities in rural 
areas of England and Wales. The Water 
Act of 1945 places a duty on the Minister of 
Health to promote the conservation and 
proper use of water resources and the pro- 
vision of water supplies in England and 
Wales and the formulation of a national 
policy relating to water. 


TRANSPORT AND ACCESS 
FACILITIES 


The whole of the present main road system 
of the country requires careful consideration 
with a view to the improvement of communi- 
cations between the towns and centres of im- 
portance, with due regard to the needs of 
industry. The location of industry and 


measures for improving traffic routes should 
go hand in hand. In post-war planning, 
through traffic should not continue to use 
residential and shopping streets of our towns 
and villages. If the position warrants it, 
where practicable, by-passes should be con- 
structed to avoid the country towns and 
larger villages. The further development in 
these communities could proceed on sound 
lines without the menace of a “ perpetuated ” 
major traffic problem. The whole of the 
railway system requires overhauling with a 
view to improved communications between 
important centres and particularly those 
areas where new industry will be located. 
Large tracts of good agricultural land have 
been appropriated by the Air Ministry for 
operational aerodromes. Those no longer 
required should be restored to agricultural 
uses—the problem will arise as to what use 
the extensive buildings are to be put. They 
may, of course, be utilized for farm pur- 
poses for storage and for housing machinery, 
but how far and to what extent they are 
adaptable to rural industry is a matter with 
which planning authorities will have to deal. 


LAND USE IN THE COUNTRY 


The need to retain our best agricultural 
land for farming or market gardening use, 
the fact that services and other social ameni- 
ties can only be supplied economically to 
groups of dwellings, and the urgent necessity 
to prevent the road deaths engendered by 
ribbon development, all point towards the 
need for setting the clear-cut limit to town 
and village already discussed, and make the 
zoning for land use in the country a rela- 
tively simple matter. Four main types of 
zone need to be considered. Woodlands re- 
quiring some sort of protection, land which 
owing to its liability to flood or high ground 
water level is unfit for normal building pur- 
poses, open spaces and recreational areas, 
and finally the rural or agricultural zone 
itself, embracing the remainder of the land. 
Within this zone will lie many county 
smaller villages and hamlets and, if good 
planning principles are adopied and applied 
with continuity and discretion, detailed 
zoning for these places can be dispensed 
with, each application for change of use or 
development being judged on its individual 
merits. 

This method will provide adequate power, 
combined with a flexibility that has in the 
past been much hampered by an over-cum- 
bersome zoning machinery designed 
primarily for use in the larger built up 
areas. 

In addition to the four zones outlined 
above is the necessity to provide by some 
means opportunity for the two types of 
holiday maker, he who is looking for an 
urban and highly organized seaside vacation 
and he who wants nature and: solitude.

HOUSE 


AT CHORLEY WOOD, HERTS 


DESIGNED 


GENERAL.—The house is situ- 
ated near Rickmansworth on a 
narrow site 50 ft. by 270 ft., set 
back 160 ft. from the road to 
obtain the best views across the 
Chess valley. 

The house was designed with a 
view to easy management. 


PLANNING.—There is a dining 
recess off the living room, with 
access to the kitchen. In view of 
the price restriction, it was found 
necessary to omit the terrace and

front porch for the present. The 
two main bedrooms on the first 
floor open on to a joint balcony. 


CONSTRUCTION.—The walls are 
of cavity construction, the inner 
leaf consisting of 4-in. clinker con- 
crete blocks, the outer leaf 4}-in. 
rustic flettons. Owing to the 
exposed position of the house, the 
inner leaf of the cavity walls was 
made of 4-in. clinker block instead 
of brick to provide a higher degree 
of insulation. The ground floor 


HANDISYDE 


is solid throughout, the first floor 
and roof being of timber construc- 
tion. 

There is an open fire in the living 
room, the remainder of the rooms 
being heated by gas fires. 

The roof and ceiling under the 
balcony are insulated with alumi- 
nium foil. 

The living room fire is a convector 
type, and in addition a gas fire 
is placed on the opposite wall to 
ensure even heating during exces- 
sively severe weather. Convection 
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of warm air from the fireplace to 
the bedroom above is by a 9 in. by 
44 in. duct. 

Cooking is by gas. A hood over 
the cooker extracts steam and 
fumes through a Mantike flue. 
Water heating is by a gas storage 
heater placed at the back of a deep 
linen cupboard. 


To avoid fracture of pipes by 
frost, the cold tank is placed 
in the linen cupboard above the 
water heater. The rising main 
enters at 2 ft. 6 in. below ground 
and continues under the floor to 
the downstairs cloaks.

Reconditioning in Rural Areas. Rural 
Housing Sub-Committee of the Central 
Housing Advisory Committee. (HMSO, 
1947, 9d.) 


Fourth Report of Rural Housing Sub-

Standards to which reconditioned dwellings 
conform are set out in detail, and it 
is recommended that the right type of 


skilled architectural advice should be em- 
ployed in each case. Houses suitable for re- 
conditioning should be identified by means 
of rural housing surveys. The Ministry of 
Health should collaborate with the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning on the 
question of special reconditioning of houses 
of architectural or historic merit. 

Some useful data for the planner are pro- 
vided in Appendix A which gives a table of 
general-sural housing statistics covering the

A In answer to a question in the House

the Secretary of State for War said:—The 
War Department liability under Section 2 
(1) (b) of the Compensation (Defence) Act 
does not necessarily extend to the full cost 
of the reinstatement ordered by the claimant, 
but is estimated with reference to such 
factors as the condition of the property 
when requisitioned, and in particular the 
extent to which the normal life of the decora- 
tions, repairs, etc., had expired at the date 
of requisition. In short, the claimant is 
only entitled to the cost, at the date of de- 
requisition, of making good the damage 
occurring during, and not before, the mili- 
tary occupation.

THE INDUSTRY 


[by Philip Scholberg] 


TIMBER SUPPLIES 


At the beginning of this year these notes 
contained some figures comparing 1937 and 
1946 imports of softwoods from different 
countries, the totals being 2,388,000 and 
728,000 standards respectively. Now, in a 
paper read at the Housing and Town Plan- 
ning Conference, Messrs. Newland Hillas 
and P. O. Reece, chairman and construct- 
ional research director of the TDA. add 
some further comments which should pro- 
vide useful information for architects whose 
clients expect a full explanation for the 
shortages which prevent them having most 
of the things they want. The authors 
quite rightly point out that timber must be 
stocked in a very wide variety of sizes and 
qualities if all demands are to be met, and 
that this variety makes a_ considerable 
quantity of stock essential. In this country 
stocks are normally built up to a peak in 
December and then drawn upon until the 
ice-bound ports allow further supplies to 
reach us in May. During the war years a 
national: stock of something like half a 
million standards was maintained, partly as 
a form of security, but also to make sure 
that distribution was reasonably good. By 
the end of 1946, however, stocks had fallen 
to something less than a quarter of a million 
standards, with the result that a builder 
needing four by two may be offered either 
railway sleepers or barrel staves, so that a 
make-do policy has become even more 
important. 

Hardwoods are a rather different story. 
Nearly half our pre-war imports of about 
45 million cubic feet came from the USA, 
and they will not be exporting any great quan- 
tity until their permanent domestic require- 
ments have been determined. In 1946, 
thanks to home-grown material, our con- 
sumption was 60 million cubic feet, although 
imports had dropped to about one-third of 
the pre-war level. But home-grown produc- 
tion cannot continue at this rate. Of the 
alternatives, Australian exports remain 
small, Japan and the Philippines are for 
the moment out, Burma and Borneo are 
recovering slowly and some small exports 
may be expected towards the end of the 
year, South American resources are ¢nor- 
mous but undeveloped, and there remains 
West Africa. Here Timber Control has 
succeeded in raising supplies to three times 
the pre-war figure, with the hope of more to 
come, but there are transport difficulties and 
some limitations on annual felling. The only 
hardwood furniture made for sale in this 
country is, of course, utility, and there are 
so many other demands on the hardwood 
supply for railways and shipbuilding that 
there seems unlikely to be any extra for 
purpose-made furniture or fittings. 


‘Plywood imports in 1946 were about 
70 per cent. of pre-war, and home produc- 
tion made up a substantial part of the differ- 
ence, but there are so many new demands 
for this material that the figures do not mean 
very much, though the table below shows 
how our sources of supply have changed.

It is estimated that housing could easily 
account for five million cubic feet a year, 
but it seems probable that the peak pre-war 
figure of 16 million feet may still be in- 
sufficient when we add in all the other uses 
like shopfitting, packaging, radio and prams. 

In spite of this rather gloomy picture it 
seems probable that the first half of this

year will be rock bottom, and that supplies: 


should improve from then onwards. Canada 
and USA are both to step up last year’s 
imports, Finland has entered into a contract 
for a considerably greater amount, and there 
are hopes of better supplies from Russia, 
Austria and one or two other countries. 
There are too many other industries after 
the hardwoods and plywood, but softwood 
for house construction should certainly 
improve. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN PLASTICS 


Holoplast, a material developed during the 
war for use in fireproof bulkheads, was re- 
ferred to in this Journal’s Information 
Centre about eighteen months ago. Since 
that time there have been a number of 
further developments. The material is formed 
from resin impregnated kraft paper by 
means of heat and pressure, and flat sheets 
are made as well as the better known girder 
structure which is built up from sheet with 
stiffening girders at about 2 in. centres. The 
photograph on this page is of the Holoplast 
stand at the Plastics exhibition, and shows 
the material used for furniture and flooring. 
A hardwood veneer can be applied to the 
panels during manufacture; a much more 
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realistic finish than the photographed 
veneer patierns which the plastics industry 
used to affect. The material is also made 
in floor panels, either veneered or with 
various non-skid and chequer plate finishes. 
Constructionally there are no special prob- 
lems; Holoplast can be dealt with in the 
normal way by ordinary metal working 
tools, and surface fittings can be securely 
fixed with self-tapping screws. (Holoplast, 
Ltd., New Hythe, Maidstone, Kent; sales 
through various firms in different parts of 
the country.) 


CANTEEN PLANNING 


The Industrial Welfare Society has just 
published a revised edition of Canteens in 
Industry, a useful and informative booklet 
which contains plenty of data. S.R. & O. 
(Canteen Order) 573 of 1943 sets out the 
factories and other industrial undertakings 
which are compelled to provide a canteen, 
and the number is quite considerable, par- 
ticularly among the smaller firms. Planning 
information about restaurants is not of very 
great use when it comes to canteens, for 
the serving methods must be entirely differ- 
ent to cope with a hectic rush at a series of 
peaks, and the usual data on table spacings 
and floor areas are not to be trusted either, 
since the planning is very much tighter and 
tables to seat 16 or more are well off the 
scale for restaurants. In less than 100 
pages this booklet provides information 
about kitchen areas and equipment in terms 
of meals served, food storage and refriger- 
ator space, table spacings and floor areas, 
staff required, dimensions of kitchen prepar- 
ation tables, with further notes on lighting, 
floor finishes and furniture. There are two 
other chapters on accounts, the law and 
one or two other subjects not the immediate 
concern of the architect, but they are worth 
reading if only because the Canteen Com- 
mittee will probably ask a lot of questions 
which are not the architect’s real business, 
and he may as well know what they are 
talking about. This is a useful publication 
from which the essential bibliography has 
not been omitted, and which also has a list 
of further sources of information. Price is 
4s.
